\% TOR, in my opinion, fhould the people omit 
N to make it a fundamental article of inftrudti- 
on, of folemn charge to their reprefentatives, that ma- 
turely, but as fpeedily as say be, they fhould draw up 
and fubmit to the public for general difcufhon, during a 
limited interval, a liberal code of NATIONAL EDUCA- 
tron ‘Lhe God of Nature has given te man, not 
merely hands to labour, but a head to think: he has 
civen him the capability of obtaining knowledge, of 
mental improvement, and of focial intercourfe. One 
great ule of fociety 1s to bring thefe capabilities into 
action, that not only each individual, but each commu- 
nity of individuals, and finaliy the human race, by 
means of mutual communication may proceed in the 
clorious career of mutual and progrefiive improvement. 
As it is, the major part of the fpecies, from the total 
want of education, are deprived of the means of ob- 
taining knowledge of any kind except that which is 
ebfolutely neceary to their immediate fubfiftence.. And

for the moft part, they are infidiau/’y kept in a ftate of 


brutal ignorance and mental depreflion, that they may 
be led to regard their rulers as beings of a fuperior clafs. 
Statefinen and priefts well know that knowledge is the 
mortal enemy of f{tate-craft and prieit-craft ; and there- 
fore, in all kingdoms and in alj ages, they have uni- 
formly fet their faces againft difcufhion and enquiry. I beg 
iny readers to mark that ¢4is isthecloven foot of defpet- 
iim by which it may be always known, whatever fhape 
itmayaffume Leave the care of your fouls to me,” 
“ fays the prieft; “ of your liberties and propertics to 
‘me’ fays flatefman ; “ pay your tythes and your 
“taxes, and put your truit in us. But carefully avoid 
‘ail writings. and meetings, and converfations about 
‘articles of belief or the rights of man: thefe are 
“heretical and feditions. The means of knowledge 
“are the wicked contrivances of atheifts and repub- 
‘ loins. Wretches who defpife the holy doctrine of 
* infallibility in church aad ftate.”” 
Under thefe cireumftances of national ignorance, fo 
prevalent among the poorer claffes of fociety, I know of 
ho icheme {fo likely to form the folid bafis of future re- 
formation, sor any inftitution nrore neceffary as an act 
of national joftice, than a well-formed plan of public 
fc cation. "The whole of our conduct towards the poor

feems to mea fyftem of flagrant iniquity. We put it 
out of their power to acquire knowledge, becaufe their 
feanty earnings will hardly afford the means of fubfif- 
tence toa family; much lefs will they allow the ex- 
pence of education-* Having thus contributed to de- 
grade by neglecting our duty towards them, having 
made them poor and kept them ert we declare 
them unfit to be trufted and thruft them out from any 
participation of the moft effential rights of man and a 
citizen. Not content with this, our fanguine code of 
criminal law, equally a difgrace to common fenfe and 
commen humanity, is converted into an inftrument of 
legal murder againft the poor. It is related of one of 
the Tyrants of Syracufe, that his laws were purpofely 
engraved in fo {mall a charaéter and hung up fo high 
that the people were unable to read their contents ; and 
his cruelty was glutted by punihing the miferable offen- 
ders againft ediéts impofible to be known ; for his maxim 
was the fame with yours, ‘ ingnorance of the laws exe- 
cufes no man.”’+ Thus do we, when we condemn to 
death a poor wretch whofe fituation hag never enabled 
him to learn the common rudiments of language, and 
whofe poverty perhaps, and contempt of life, has in- 
duced him to commit the crime againit fociety for which 
our laws, fo feverely punith him ; a well-digetted fyiiem 
of NATIONAL EDUCATION, by affording to the poor the 
elements of knowledge, would enable them to. dnow 
their duties, and be a means of inculcating more effec- 
tually the propriety of attending to them; it would give 
them other amufements after the labours of the day, 


ability, v ould give enerey toinduftry, and would raife 
the whole man in the-fcale of being. Great indeed 

would be the advantages of a more general diffufion of 
| knowledge to the mation ; to defpotifm, the period of 
its inftiturion would be @ day of folemn dirge. 


Unril fuch a fyitem’ of public education can be 
complezely eflablithed, the middliag and. peor claf- 
fes of fociety cannot do better than to eftablith mee- 
tings and clubs, net for riot or revelling, nop yet 
for treafon er fedition, but for reading and Conver- 
fation ; that th y. gradually become informed 
what are the rightsand what are the duties of a ci- 
tizen; whaf privileges they are deprived of, to 
which they are fairly entitled ; and in what refpedts 
their feveral fituations require to be ameliorated by 
a more wife and equitable fyftem of legiflation. 
Thefe focietics would do well to communicate and 
‘coirefpond with each other throeghout the kingdom. 
/And when, by the perufal of {uch publications as 
| treat on the great queftions of politics, the people 
| have learnt that they are not a /winifh multitude, but 
human beings, having equal rights and equal capacities 
for improvement in their refpeétive défiinations with 
thefe men who govern and defpife them, let them u- 
nile in 2 firm and decided, but reafonabie and re- 
fpectfal appeal to the legiflatare in behaif of thofe 
claims which the people have a right to urge: not 
'propofing a time-ferving, compromifing, nalf- 
| meafure plan of reformation ; not re/inguifbing for the 
| fake of themjclves what they ouyht to dwell vpn for 
the fake of poferity, but requiring the adoption of fuch 
meafures as fhall effectually fecure tuthe great mafs

objeéts of education at thofe places, as far as I have 
obferved, are pfalm finging and fervile civility to every 
pafienger with a tolerable coat upon his back.

After thanking our friend for his attention, we muft 
obferve, that the above intelligence is the lateft we have 
received ;—If the veffel had 43 days from the city of 
Bourdeaux, allowing eight days trom the arrival of the 
mails from Paris to Bourdeaux, accounts from the 
former could be as late as the 1ft of January, which is 
four or five days later than before received. We have 
not learnt whether any difpatches to our government 
came by capt. Townfend. 

Conje@ture, always plaufible, but almoft continually 
erroneous, is bufy in affigning cawfes for the ** mighty 
notes of preparation” given in France of an invatfion of 
England. Few think it ferious; while many opinions 
are given to the object of the rufe de guerre. Some 
fappofe it is intended to employ the armies, and to pre- 
vent their having leifure} to demand the thoufand mil- 
lions of livres fo frequently promifed them :— Others 
imagine that the. object of the Directery is to make the 
troops they fear, literally, an army of the ocean; 
while fome fuppofe it intended to intimidate G. Britain 
to relinguifh her claims om holding the Cape of Good 
Hope, Ceylon, &c. as the fine qua non of pacific ne- 
geciation.

The princes of Europe are now beginning to learn what, 
if they had not been deaf to inftruction, the voice of 
reafon and the di@tates of paft experience, would 
have taught them from the beginning, namely, That 
the liberties of France would finally triumph in {pite 
of their efforts to oppofe, and thei machinations to 
fubvert them. The royalifts, however, are not tired 
even yet with a repetition of fruitlefs exertion, and 
ar — _ trapfmit hatred to their country 
and rebellion againft its nment, as a legacy to 
their children and rand: thildren. ie 


‘| At the commencement of a revolution the tide of iano- 


vation may fometimes be oppofed with fuccefs, and if 
it cannot be altogether ttemmed, it may be kept 
within certain barriers. But when once the innova- 
tors have obtained a compleat afcendancy, and a new 
order of things is eftablifed upon the ruins of the old, 
it is folly for any clafs of men to wafte their days in 
idle regrets, and to prevent the return of tranquility, 
becaufe it is not accompanied with their old reg/me. 





Tt is not always fafe, perhaps, to reafon fiom the palt to 
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the future, but is certainly true that the fame caufes 
will produce the fame effects. It is probable that 
when the interefts of the majority oppofe the retura 
of fuch and fuch a fyftem, or fuch and fach a man, 
that fyftem and that man will not return; and when 
hiftorical fa& comes in aid of this moral confidera- 
tion, the probability becomes certain. Had the com- 
bined powers confulted the records of hiftory, they 
would never have entered into a contelt which had 
for its objet the fuppreflion of the infant liberties of 
a great nation; and were the royalifts in France to 
confider for a moment what has been the fate of the 
attempts, either in ancient or modern times, to reftore 
a family to the government of a country, againft the 
will of the people, they would defift from a {truggle 
by which they can gain nothing but defeat and 
difgrace. 

At Athens, the people, fatigued with the tyranny of the 
children of P-ffrates, rofe againft their authority 
and obliged them to fly the country. They retired 
to the conrt of D.rius, king of Perfia, and got him 
to arm againft the Greeks. ‘The too credulous Da- 
rius liftened to their counfels, and brought three 
hundred thoufand Perfians into the field, who were 
beaten upon the plains of Marathon by ten thoufand 
Athenians. ‘'he fons of Peffrates were flain in 
the battle. andthe brave Athenians carried home:to 
their parents the wreathes of liberty. 

A+ Rome Tarquin, by a thoufand abufes of power, 
brought royalty into hatred among the people. Tar- 
guin was banifhed He fought an afylum from Par- 
jena, king of Etruria, who armed in his favour. 
Rome triumphed, and Tarquin fled for fafety to 
Liguria. 

The Swife were long in fubjeétion to the galling yoke of 
the houfe of Auttria, and Switzerland, in {pite of all 
the efforts of a powerful fovereign, became the afy- 
lum and fangtuary of liberty. 

The Dutch had with difficulty for a long time fupport- 
ed the dominion of the Spaniards ; Philip I1. with- 
ed to give the laft blow to their freedom, by eftab- 
lifhing in their country the tribunal of the inquifition ; 
the Dutch flew to arms, and the republic of the U- 
ted Provinces arofe triumphant over the reprefling 
force of the moft pewerful prince in Europe. - 

The oppreflion of our own country, by the fanguinary 
government of Britain; our revolution, and its hap- 
py confequences, are frefh in the memory of every 

erfon. 

Gras indeed, a banifhed prince regained his throne, 
but the confequences were fuch as are not likely to 
induce any nation to make a fimilar experiment in 
future. ‘The Englifhmen re-called Charies 11. to his 
kingdom, and what followed? Jn twenty or thirty 
years after, they were obliged te encounter the hor- 
rors of a fecond revolution by dethroning ‘Fames II. 
in order to preferve their liberty (if there is any un. 
der a monarch) from the danger by which it was 
threatened, by a perjured, vindiétive, and bafe def- 
pot. Some remarks on thefe fellows in a future 

aper. 

If we were to admit, however (which from principle 
and as Americans we moft facredly deny) the right 
of an hereditary government, {till there are bounds 
to all things. ‘The claims of individuals ought al- 
ways to give way to the general interefts of fociety. 
Enough of blood has been thed, enough of treafure 
has been expended. If exertions were called for, 
exertions have been made. 
vengeance has been exercifed.
